STEAM HEATING PLANT 


Mana^ pr Got in Two Carloads Last 
Niffht and Hopes for the Be.st 
from Tbls Time On. 


The coal situation in Sedalia is 
not what the public would like to 
have it, but still it is not as serious 
as street rumor has had it for a 
couple of days past. 
Yesterday 
morning 
the 
ther­ 
mometer 
was 
3 
degrees below 
zero, while this morning it was 20 
above, which fact 
has 
improved 
the situation materially, as dealers 
feel confident they will be able to 
supply the 
local demand, which 
will not be as large as it would 
have been had the zero weather of 
yesterday continued a few days. 
W hile none of the local dealers 
have large supplies on hand, they 
are filling orders today for soft coal 
at ^ 3 75 a ton, and are hopeful for 
the future. 
; 
Robert 
Mowbray, manager of 
the Economy Steam Heating com­ 
pany, said to the D e m o c r a t today 
that it required a carload of coal 
every twenty-four hours to run his 
plant. 
Last fall he laid by 1,000 
tons in reserve, but he has been 
forced to draw upon it until it is 
practically exhausted. 
He got in a 
couple of carloads last night, and 
has used the long distance 
tele­ 
phone to place several other orders, 
the price cutting no figure with 
him in the present emergency, and 
he will leave nothing undone to 
supply his patrons with heat the 
remainder of the season. 
Mr. Mowbray says he has a ver­ 
bal contract with the Stanley Coal 
company to supply such an amount 
of coal as his plant may require. 
However, he permitted the con­ 
tractors to furnish the Street R ail­ 
w ay company and W ater and Light 
company with coal to the exclusion 
of the Economy company as long 
as he had a supply in reserve, but 
now that his reserve supply is ex­ 
hausted he 
expects 
the 
Stanley 
company to look after his wants to 
the best of their ability, which they 
will no doubt do. 
The Street R ailw ay 
Co. and 
W ater and Light Co. have only a 
limited supply on hand, it is true, 
but the M ., K . & T. company has 
not less than 8,<xx) tons of coal 
stored in its yards here, and it is 
believed the railway officials will 
come to the rescue of the three 
companies named in the event it is 
impossible for them to obtain coal 
elsewhere. 
Mr. M owbray stated that so far 
as he was concerned the situation 
today was greatly improved over 
what it was yesterday, 
and 
his 
patrons can rest assured, he says, 
that the expenditure of money will 
cut no figure with him in obtain­ 
ing a sufficient supply of coal to 
care for the comfort of his patrons.

The severest weather of the win­ 
ter finds 
the 
fuel situation, the 
country over, the worst that has 
been faced in many years, says to­ 
day’s St. Louis Republic. 
A t Chicago eleven deaths yes- 
erday were due directly to 
the 
ack of fuel, although it is asserted 
hat 10 000 carloads of coal are 
sidetracked in the city’s suburbs. 
The Missouri and Ohio rivers are 
blocked with ice in many places, 
and navigation practically is at a 
standstill for the rest of the w in­ 
ter. 
The snow and cold have in­ 
evitably 
interfered with 
railway 
traffic, 80 that the means of dis­ 
tributing fuel from mines to places 
where it is needed are much cur­ 
tailed. 
Throughout 
Missouri, 
Kansas, 
Illinois, Indiana 
and 
Kentucky, 
temperatures around zero were re­ 
ported yesterday. 
Many Kansas 
towns are now out of fuel, and at 
Topeka the packing houses 
and 
gas works will be compelled to shut 
down before the end of the week 
unless conditions improve. 
A t Tuscola, III., 
the citizens, 
driven to desperation, se'zjd ten 
carloads of coal and distributed it 
where it was most needed. 
Near 
Areola, where a trainload of coal 
was seized Saturday, farmers who 
failed to benefit by the raid are 
compelled to use corn for fuel. 
Several 
Missouri towns report 
serious scarcity of both wood and 
coal, and at St. Joseph it was an­ 
nounced that coal would be confis­ 
cated for relief work unless dealers 
would 
voluntarily 
supply 
the 
amount needed. 
Cincinnati, O ., and Springfield, 
111., are practically the only large 
towns in the middle west where 
fuel 
supplies 
are 
not far below 
normal. 
Both of these towns are 
well supplied and prices are at the 
usual level. 
In the east, though the anthracite 
mines are now working full time, 
citizens find the greatest dificulty 
in obtaining sufficient fuel. 
Prac­ 
tically no 
hard coal 
has 
been 
shipped west since the holidays. 
Senator Vest seems in 
a fair 
way to win his masterful fight for 
humanity. 
Congress probably will 
pass a bill providing for a removal 
of the tariff of 67 cents a ton on 
imported coal. 
The bill, it is ex­ 
pected, will be passed by the house 
today, and will then be sent to the 
senate.
